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It is my desire to thank everyone who in anyway helped 
in the past year. 

During the flood of last March the spirit of co-operation 
to me, was wonderful, the aid offered and in a great many 
instances given, shows in a serious time what to expect. 

The financial aid from the State and Government applied 
to flood damage; to a great extent repaired same. 

Many miles of road and many drainage structures, were 
repaired or replaced. 

One bridge, a total wreck was replaced by the State and 
Government; three others, one badly damaged, were re- 
paired at no cost to the Town. 

This left your maintenance money to be used as usual, 
after the deduction of 14 of 1% total valuation applied to 
flood damage. 

With this fund Highways and Bridges have been cared for, 
more than 30 miles of brush cut from which 126 loads of brush 
were trucked away and burned. 

Later in the fall, the leaves were removed from ditches, 
culverts and turnouts, on most of roads.

REPORT OF SWIMMING POOL COMMITTEE 


Your committee respectfully submit the following report, 
after giving a brief account of its activities. 

After considering all the possible sites either known to the 
committee or suggested to it, it decided on the location 
choosen, for the following reasons, accessibility, plenty of 
clear spring water, natural building advantages and proximity 
to the base-ball grounds on Water Street. 

The Royds lot where it is planned to locate the pool is a

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wide on one end and 53’ on the other, connecting the first 
lot with the present baseball field. 

There will be room for a play ground for small children 
and a spacious parking space for the cars of those who come 
to the baseball games , pool or other sports. 

At present the lots have been cleaned of brush and con- 
siderable ditching has been done.

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REPORT OF THE FROST FREE LIBRARY 


The annual meeting of the Trustees of the Frost Free 
Library, was held in the Library, Saturday afternoon, 
October 17, 1936, at 2:45. 

The meeting was called to order by the President, Rufus 
S. Frost, who called on the Reverend C. P. Buckley to offer 
prayer. ‘The secretary read the minutes of the previous 
meeting, and they were approved. ‘The treasurer Fred D. 
Hemenway read his report, which was accepted subject to 
audit. The report was as follows: 

Amount on hand October 12, 1935, $178.36. Amount re- 
ceived during the year, $492.10, total $670.46. Amount paid 
out $539.38, leaving cash on hand, October 17, 1936, 
$131.08. 

The Librarian, Mrs. Elfreeda K. Cheeseman read a report 
of much interest, relative to the number of times the library 
was opened during the year, the number of books and maga- 
zines taken from the library; also the number of fiction and 
non-fiction books and magazines. The report also revealed 
the fact, that books printed in the Finnish language were 
borrowed from the State Library and were available for any 
who wished to read books in that language. The report was 
adopted. 

Rev. C. P. Buckley reported verbally on the matter of 
covering the brook. A discussion followed, and the report 
was adopted. 

It was voted to purchase new grates for the furnace. 

Clarence Ward was elected a committee of one to purchase 
fuel for the heating of the Library building. 

Rev. C. P. Buckey was authorized to make inquiry re- 
garding the amount of shrubbery necessary for the front of 
the building, and its probable cost.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 

To the president and trustees of the Frost Free Library, 
the librarian submits the following report for the year ending 
October 14, 1936. 

The library has been open one hundred and three times 
with a total circulation of 9,232 books; 5,837 of which were 
adult fiction, 2,264 juvenile fiction, 684 adult non-fiction, 
447 juvenile non-fiction. 

The total circulation of magainzes was 7,643. 

In addition to the magazines already found on our shelves, 
“The Yankee”, ‘‘The Woman’s World”, the ‘Scientific 
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American”, and ‘‘Parents-Teacher Magazine” have been 
added by library subscription. 

The success of double subscriptions to the American, Good 
Housekeeping, Cosmopolitan and Reader’s Digest has been 
so marked that the library will continue to have two copies 
of each every month. 

I feel that our library is most fortunate in having such a 
varied and complete assortment of magazines. 

If they do not run from A-Z, we can at least claim a collec- 
tion that runs from A-Y, — ‘‘ American to Yankee.”’ 


There are magazines of interest to everyone; for home 
makers, fashion seekers and fiction readers who find the 
answer to all these in such magazines as Good Housekeeping, 
McCall’s, Pictorial Review, Ladies’ Home Journal, Deline- 
ator, Woman’s Home Companion and many others; for those 
interested in outdoor activities such as gardening and farming 
we recommend Better Homes & Gardens, Céuntry Gentle- 
man, Country Home and the Flower Grower; for men and 
boys who enjoy scientific articles, modern inventions etc., 
there are three splendid magazines. Popular Mechanics, 
Popular Science, and the Scientific American; for the fishing, 
hunting and outdoor enthusiasts we offer Hunter, Trader, 
Trapper, and Hunting and Fishing. There are magaines of 
timely interest, as the Literary Digest, Times, and Readers’ 
Digest, and magazines such as Harper’s and the Atlantic 
Monthly whose articles are always worth while. 

Movie and radio ‘“‘fans’ delight in our copies of Photo 
Play, Screen Book, and Radio Stars. 

Hygeia, the health magazine, Parents, a magazine on 
rearing children from crib to college, and the new Parents- 
Teacher magazine are welcomed by parents and teachers. 

The Grade Teacher is also appreciated. 

Women interested in careers, business and club work find 
the answer to their questions in the Independent Woman 
and the Clubwoman, which are donated by Miss Elizabeth 
Bryant and Mrs. Gertrude Bryant. 

The older boys enjoy the American Boy, Boy’s Life, Amer- 
ican Legion, and Open Road for Boys, while the older girls 
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have become enthused with the American Girl, the Girl 
Scout magazine. The needs of the younger children are most 
adequately met by their own magazines, Play Mate, Child 
Life, and St. Nicholas. 


Then there are magazines of general interest to all, whose 
articles and splendid fiction make them always popular, such 
as the American, Cosmopolitan, Red Book, Collier’s Weekly, 
the Saturday Evening Post and others; of which the National 
Geographic holds a place hard to equal. 


I haven’t tried to list all of our magazines but as I was 
writing this report, I wondered if some of our patrons 
realized the complete assortment of magazines that awaits 
them on the library shelves. 


There is a separate fund donated each year by the Frost 
heirs which makes this exceptionally complete line of 
magazines possible. I am sure that all the library patrons 
join me in expressing our thanks and appreication to them 
for their annual gift. 


Aside from our regular magazine subscriptions we are 
indebted to the following who have generously given copies 
of magazines during the past year, Miss Veronica Cheney, 
Miss Angelina Croteau, Mrs. Melvina Blair, the American 
Legion and our three faithful monthly donators, Mrs. Grace 
Thatcher, Miss Ruth Hemenway, and Mr. Harry Bemis. 

One hundred and fifty-six new books have been added 
during the year, 137 were purchased from the library fund, 
the other 19 were gifts; 2 from Mrs. Rufus Hale, 4 from Miss 
Kathryn Fraiser, 1 from Mrs. Annie Woods, 1 from Russell 
Bissell, 8 from Robert Davis, 1 from Sumner Cheeseman and 
one from an anonymous donor. 

A copy of ‘‘ More New Hampshire Folk Tales’ was donated 
by the Marlboro Woman’s Club. This book was enthusias- 
tically received by those who had enjoyed its predecessor, 
‘“New Hampshire Folk Tales’’ which was also presented by 
the Woman’s Club. 

Mr. Frank Ryder gave a number of Agricultural Year 
Books and pamphlets. 
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Mrs. Mabelle Page has donated a copy of the Better Homes 
and Gardens Cook Book., owing to the type of book (loose 
leaf) it will not be loaned from the library but patrons are 
welcome to use it in the library and copy any recipes that 
appeal to them. 


So once again, on behalf of the Frost Free Library and its 
patrons, I say, ‘Thank you, each and every one. 


The yellow slip of library rules which used to be placed in 
the front of every book is no longer found in the new books, 
as the trustees decided to have the rules printed in last year’s 
town report, instead. A copy of the revised rules is on dis- 
play in the library. 

The trustees and librarian of the Frost Free Library were 
invited to attend a district meeting of librarians in Dublin, 
on October 2nd. As our library belongs to another district, 
we were much pleased with the invitation and Mrs. Mabelle 
Page, Miss Ruth Hemenway, and I attended the all day 
meeting. 

Among the speakers were Miss Annabele and Miss Pratt 
from the Public Library Commission in Concord, who con- 
ducted Round Tables for Trustees and Librarians, respect- 
tively. Miss Jennie D. Lindquist, from the Manchester 
Public Library gave an especially interesting talk on Chil- 
dren’s Books. 

The books which she reviewed and read selections from 
were delightful, and as they were all on display, a fine 
opportunity was offered to librarians and trustees to make 
selections for their juvenile lists. 

It was a splendid, interesting and instructive meeting and 
we were pleased to have the opportunity to attend. 

In addition to the books and magazines which were given 
to the library another gift was received. An adorable little 
basket, perfect in every detail, which come originally from 
the House of Seven Gables, was donated by Miss Ellen M.

New Schedule

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following report is submitted to Mr. Frederick T. 
Johnson, Superintendent of Schools. 

The school work continues to be a busy and interesting 
branch of the Public Health Program. Visits have been made 
to school nearly every day. 

The pupils of the grades have been measured three times 
during the year and weighed each month. Beginning in 
September the High School pupils are being weighed each 
month instead of three times during the year. (The change 
seemed necessary especially during the basket ball season.) 

Milk classes have been encouraged. As there was no 
federal money to purchase milk for the needy underweight 
children, we asked our community to help with this worthy 
project. The response was gratifying. Though the most 
generous contributions of the Sacred Heart and Federated 
Churches, local organizations and friends, it was made 
possible to carry on this project. Also to purchase a limited 
amount of Cod Liver Oil. Beginning the first of December 
milk lunches were started; and, again our community is 
helping with this worthy project. 

The serving of the milk is being carried on through the 
cooperation of the high school pupils and the teachers (also 
Cod Liver Oil.) 
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In January, 1936, the annual physical examination of all 
the pupils was made by Dr. L. G. Hildreth, assisted by Della 
A. Robbins, R. N. 

301 Pupils examined: 

42 defective vision. 
58 enlarged tonsils and defective tonsils. 
22 defective teeth. 
Corrections: 
4 have had glasses changed 

11 have been fitted to glasses. 

12 have had tonsils and adenoids removed during the 

summer months. 


It is our hope to have the annual physical examination 
each year at the beginning of the school year, therefore the 
reports of two annual examinations appear in this report. 
The second examination being made in the early part of 
October 1936. 

280 Pupils examined: 

36 with some defective vision. 
17 with defective tonsils. 
Corrections: 
3 have had tonsils and adenoids removed. 
3 have been fitted to glasses. 


Mr. Bissell and his basket ball team are most effectively 
conducting physical exercises each morning in an effort to 
stimulate better posture among the pupils. 

On October 28, 1936 an underweight clinic was conducted 
at the Village school under the direction of the New Hamp- 
shire Tuberculosis Association.
